MERLE S. RICH 
May 4, 1898 — May 18, 1974 


The Town of Newbury lost its guiding hand and the knowledge of a man 
accumulated in sixty years of living in and with a community, working and participat- 
ing in every facit of human relationships. Some will remember him as a Selectman, 
others handing the bulletins to the church goers in his church, as a school committee 
man, singing Christmas carols, working on a golf course, or elswhere. All will 
recognize the loss of the man who was first elected a selectmen in 1936 as a severe 
blow. 


In the long life of a New Hampshire town there will be a few great men who will 
seem to be of more than one generation. Persons move into the town, serve well and 
earnestly for a while and then move on. There will, however, be a few like Sprague 
Morse and John Gillingham whose very life becomes the town, who will do more 
than their duty. Their going is like the loss of a huge shade tree which can never be 
replaced. To this short list we would add the name of Merle Rich. 


TOWN WARRANT — 1975 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newbury, New Hampshire in the County of Merrimack in said State, 
qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Newbury on Tuesday, the 4th of 
March, next at 12:00 of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town charges for the 
ensuing year and make appropriations of same. 


3. To hear reports of Town Officers, Agents, and Committees heretofore chosen and pass 
any vote related thereto. 

a. Committee to work with Snowmobile Associations and the new Off-Highway Recreati- 
ion Vehicles Agency and to come in at a later date with suggested regulations for snow- 
mobiles. 

b. Committee for the exploration and study of sites for a Sanitary Landfill. (Selectmen) 

c. Committee to make recommendations concerning signs and billboards. (Planning 
Board) 

d. Firehouse Construction Committee. 


4. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of 
taxes. 


5. To see ifthe Town will authorize the Selectmen to sell tax acquired properties to the 
highest bidder at a duly advertised public auction. 


6. To see if the Town will accept the minutes of the March 5, 1974 Town Meeting as 
printed. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to accept the following Trust Fund accounts: 
a. Guy D. & Janette E. Nichols, $100.00, Lakeside Cemetery. 

b. Sidney Merrill, $100.00, South Newbury Cemetery 

c. Edwin D. Stearns, $100.00, South Newbury Cemetery 

d. Arthur & Myrtle Muzzey, $200.00, Marshall Cemetery 


8. To authorize the Selectmen to appoint officials not on the ballot, and to insure that no 
appointment be made that is not for a specified period of time. 


9. To authorize the Selectmen to enter into such contracts as seem necessary for the 
discharge of their duties. 


10. To authorize the Selectmen to purchase, rent, or rent toward purchase, such office 
equipment as in their judgement is needed, and to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500.00 
for the same. 


11. Tosee what action the Town wishes to take on the following matters, and to raise and 
appropriate the indicated sums for the same: 

a. To build a small addition to the Town Shed — 1,000.00 

b. To repair and shingle the roof of the Selectmen’s Office — $1,000.00 

c. To repair and shingle the Town Hall roof — $1,000.00 

d. To repair or replace the heating plant in the Selectmen’s Office — $1,000.00 

e. To paint the Veterans Memorial Hall — $1,000.00

12. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $307.00 for the Dartmouth- 
Lake Sunapee Region. 


13. To authorize the Selectmen to enter into contracts for the transportation of solid 
waste to, and acceptance of the same by the Town of Newport, and to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $15,000.00 for the cost of one year. This contract to be renegotiated each year. 


14. To raise and appropriate the sum of $40,000.00 to acquire land, take borings, do 
engineering studies, and begin the cystehhat ofa Sanitary Landfill. It being anticipated that a 
similar sum will be needed in 1976. 


15. To see what action the Town wishes to take with regard to the pay scale of the 
following town employees. Such changes to be reflected in the budget for the several posi- 
tions: 

a. The Chief of Police to receive the same hourly pay for hours worked as the Road Agent. 
(Overtime after 60 hours, according to FLSA) 

b. Superintendent of the Sewer to receive the same hourly rate as the Road Agent. (All work 
for the Town in excess of 40 hours to be paid time and a half). 

c. The Health Officer and Building Inspector to be paid the same hourly rate as the Road 
Agent. (They are directed to accrue no overtime except in an emergency.) 

d. Librarians to receive the Federal Minimum Wage per hour, plus ten cents per hour. 
(They are directed to accrue no overtime.) 

e. Custodians, janitors, caretakers of cemeteries, information booth attendants, extra help 
on signs, dump attendants to be $2.50 per hour. 

f. Supervisors of the check list, ballot clerks to receive the Federal Minimum Wage ($2.10 
per hour.) 

g. Firemen to receive $2.25 an hour for fighting fires or attending meetings and drills. The 
Fire Chief shall receive an additional $250.00 a year, and the Secretary an additional $100.00 a 
year. 

h. The Moderator shall be paid $25.00 for each meeting. 


16. Tosee what action the Town wishes to take with regard to plowing private roads and 
driveways. 


17. To see what action the Town wishes to take with regard to closing the Old Province 
Road from the Cheney Road to the Old Wheeler Place. The road from the Wheeler place to the 
Nelson Hill Road is closed. 


18. Tosee what action the Town wishes to take with regard to closing the following roads 
from November 1st to May 1st, and to designate the same as Summer Roads: 

a. Province Road from the Nasson ‘‘A”’ frame to the Cheney School. 

b. The Kinsman place to the Wheeler Place on the Brown Road. 

c. Park 10 beyond the Lambert log cabin. 


19. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $7,000.00 for the Highway 
Equipment Reserve Fund. 


20. To see if the Town will raise-and appropriate the sum of $956.38 for Town Road 
Assistance on Class V roads,the State to contribute the sum of $6,375.86. 


21. To see what action the Town wishes to take with regard to improving emergency 
communications for fire and police departments, and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$600.00 for the same. 


22. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 for the Fire 


Department Reserve Fund. ‘ 


23. To see if the Town will vote to close the trust fund established by Article 5 of the 
Town Meeting of March 6, 1973, and appropriate such funds with all interest accumulated 
thereon, and future funds to be received, for the purpose of the purchase of highway, fire and 
other equipment, and deposit such funds in a special trust fund for such purpose. Trustees of 
said funds to be the Town Treasurer and three Selectmen. 


24. To see if the Town will authorize the Firehouse Building Committee to design and 
construct a new firehouse with the guidance of the Selectmen in accomplishing the same. To 
raise and appropriate $25,000.00 to accomplish the same. 


25. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to negotiate, and do all other things 
necessary, to obtain a bond issue not to exceed $50,000.00 and also authorize the Selectmen to 
utilize the proceeds from such bonds for the building of a firehouse on the firehouse lot. 


26. Toseeif the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $20,000.00 for the purpose of 
repairing the problems disclosed by the examination of the Blodgetts Sewer by the Penetryn, 
Inc. in the Spring of 1974. 


27. Tosee what action the Town wishes to take with regard to hiring the Environmental 
Engineers as a continuing consulting firm in connection with engineering studies. To raise 
and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 for the same. 


28. To see if the Town wishes to cancel the permission granted by Article No. 11 of the 
March 5, 1974 Town Meeting ‘‘to grant permission for three families on Stonewall Lane to 
hook on to the Sewer.”’ 


To see if the Town will direct the Selectmen to allow no further hookups on the Blodgetts 
side of the Sewer without permision from the Town Meeting. 


30. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to accept the roads on the subdivision registered as ‘“‘The 
Homestead Subdivision”, but known locally as the ‘‘Perry Subdivision”, and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $10,000.00 to bring them up to the standards deemed necessary for 
acceptance of other roads in the town. 


31. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $12,000.00 to repair 
and maintain the old Woodsum Steamship Dock at Boldgetts. 


32. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 to make 
available a parking place so all Newbury taxpayers can use the Woodsum Steamship Dock. 


33. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 to maintain 
and repair the Newbury Dock. 


34. To see if the Town wishes to take out Police Professional Liability Insurance to cover all 
special police who have the power of arrest. To raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 for 
the same. 


35. To authorize the Selectmen to appoint a deputy Town Clerk and authorize an 
assistant Tax Collector. 


36. (BY PETITION) To have the voters elect by ballot vote, two new members each year, 
to sit on the ‘“‘Planning Board’’. They would replace the two senior members, exclusive of the 
Ex-officio member. This would take effect and be executed at the next annual Town Meeting 
for 1976. 


37. (BY PETITION) To have the voters elect by ballot vote, two new members each year, 
to sit on the ‘“‘Board of Adjustment’’. They would replace the two senior members. This would 
take effect and be executed at the next annual Town Meeting for 1976. 


38. (BY PETITION) To see what action the Town desires to take in regards to the Police 
Chief getting the same pay scale as that of Road Agent, and this to hold until rescinded. 


39. (BY PETITION) To see what action the Town desires to take in regards to the Police 
Department having the same as Town Highway workers, as follows: 

1—Follow State pay scale for each classification. 

2—Each full-time employee receive 114 days vacation per month worked, which may be 
allowed to accumulate to 30 days, and may be used as sick leave, if necessary. 

3—Each full-time employee receive 1%4 days sick leave per month worked, and may 
accumulate to 90 days, but may be used only as sick leave. 

4—Fach full-time employee will receive the same number of paid holidays per year as 
Town Highway workers. This to hold until rescinded. 


40. (BY PETITION) To see if the Town will approve to let the interested persons in 
Blodgett Landing connect to its sewer system, and to do so at the individual’s expense. 


41. Tosee what action the Town wishes to take in regard to adjourning this Annual Town 
Meeting until June 7th at ten o’clock in the forenoon, nineteen hundred and seventy-five at the 
Town Hall in Newbury for the purpose of voting on Articles 13 and 14 concerning sanitary 
landfill. 


42. To transact any other business that may legally come before said meeting. 


SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Town Meeting was hardly over when a series 
of blows upset the hitherto smooth operation of 
the Selectmen’s Office. 

The loss of our Chairman, Merle Rich, meant 
that answers always ready on the tip of his ton- 
gue, would now be arrived at only after long, 
careful research and discussion. 

Mrs. Hosmer’s skills and knowledge on mat- 
ters concerning budget, the town report, and the 
blotter book were lost when she decided to res- 
ign. 

The departure of the Davis family cost us not 
only the Chief of the Fire Department and his 
enthusiasm, but the Town Clerk and Tax Collec- 
tor as well. This forced upon us the decision that 
there should be a Town Clerk and Tax 
Collector’s office near that of the Selectmen. 

At first, few realized that the passage of the 
so-called ‘“‘Open Space”’ or ‘‘Current Use’’ law 
made most of the land in Newbury eligible for 
assessment at a quarter, or less, of its present 
valuation. Hower, since any reduction of the tax 
base without a concurrent reduction in expendi- 
tures simply results in the same money being 
raised by an increase in the tax rate, the burden 
of payments would have been transferred from 
the large land holders and the lumber companies 
to the small home owners. 

This bill, and its interpretation, would have 
resulted in the abandonment of land rather than 
in good forest practice, or silviculture. Instead of 
Open Space, ground hemlock and weed trees 
would cover the landscape and we would be 
unable to see the trees because of the forest. The 
facts of the matter being that in New Hampshire, 
in spite of all the theorists and ecologists, the 
woods for the last hundred years have steadily 
been eating up our fields and farms. The original 
idea of “Current Use” was to protect farmers 
from increased valuation because of through- 
ways and neighboring subdivisions. Needless to 
say, your selectmen spent many hours protect- 
ing the small land owners from the applicants 
for special tax treatment. 

Before Town Meeting we had been informed 
that the terms of the Davis Bacon Act would not 
affect the construction of our Firehouse. A 
change in rulings, however, resulted in wage 
scales designed in Washington which raised the 
bids by 30%, and the project had to be post- 
poned. 

The same Federal intrusion into town affairs 


came in the form of the Fair Labor Standards Act. 
Our Superintendent of Sewers had been work- 
ing evenings and weekends. His basic job was 
with the highway crew. In spite of the help of 
Congressman Cleveland, we lost our case and 
the labor department said, “‘time worked on the 
sewer after a forty hour week on the roads must 
be paid time and a half’’. The retroactive 
paycheck was substantial, and one assumes that 
in the name of ‘‘Fair Labor’ that most of it was 
eased back to Washington as income tax. 

Similarly, the Police Chief may no longer 
work at the State Park in excess of 20 hours, for 
we would have to pay him time and a half if his 
work week is over sixty hours. Members of the 
road crew cannot be a ‘“‘Special”’ at the park or it 
means time and a half and more paper work. 

A constant problem has been pressure from 
persons who, purchasing house lots from de- 
velopers far from town roads, seek the develop- 
ers roads to be maintained by the town. Simi- 
larly, as secluded summer cottages become win- 
terized requests for driveways to be plowed in- 
crease. This, in spite of the fact that roads can 
only be accepted when they are suitably built 
and, meeting town standards, are accepted by 
the Town Meeting. 

We were fortunate that Mr. Frank Yager, who 
with his experience as a auditor and his know- 
ledge of the town books, agreed to fill out the 
remainder of Mr. Rich’s term as Selectmen. 
Similarly, the appointment of Mrs. Kinsman and 
Mrs. Hill filled the other two vacant posts. 

Lastly, we are most concious as we approach 
the Bicentennial of our ancestors resistance to 
government from afar and their demand of no 
taxation without direct representation, that for a 
while our towns were indeed “‘little republics”. 
Our townspeople exercised a positive freedom 
to accomplish things for themselves and their 
posterity. There was no nebulous ‘‘freedom 
from’’. There were the “‘rights’’ one could exer- 
cise until his right interfered with that of his 
neighbor. Unfortunately, as the years have pas- 
sed many of the so-called liberties have been 
eroded and the ‘‘decision making process” has 
been usurped by executive secretaries as both 
the State Legislature, and the Town Meeting lose 
control of government. Further, with the bal- 
looning of the cost of Federal, State, County, and 
Regional personnel, fewer and fewer of the tax- 
payers hard-earned dollars are left to run the 
Town of Newbury.

THE BLODGETT AREA SEWER 

The time has come for the Town of Newbury to 
face certain facts and to come up with a long 
range solution to certain century old problems. 

1. Because individual property owners did 
not have adequate sewage disposal facilities, 
Lake Sunapee was being polluted. This in viola- 
tion of the “Class A”’ status conditions. 

2. Faced with the requirement of ‘‘Cease and 
Desist” orders or corrective action, the Select- 
men met with the Water Pollution Commission 
and steps were initiated that resulted in the fol- 
lowing: 

a. Town authorization for construction of a 
sewer ‘‘the cost of system and maintenance of 
same to be born by the parties using said system 
set up as a sewer tax’”’. 

b. Authorization for a bond issue. 

c. State and Federal Grants 

d. Actual construction of a seasonal sewer 
system. 

e. Individual hookups paid for by the cottage 
owners. 

3. The persons using the system received the 
impression that a time would come when the 
sewer tax of individuals would be lowered be- 
cause of the fact that the bonds would be paid off. 

4. At a later date, a series of presssures re- 
sulted in the so-called ‘‘winterizing” of the 
sewer and the construction of the Croft Beach 
line. 

5. The users of both the Blodgetts and the 
Croft sides of the sewer have paid a sewer rent or 
tax determined by the number of outlets. 
Further, State, Federal and Town appropriations 
from the General Fund have been made in sup- 
port of the projects. 

6. The last federal grant has been received, 
but State allocations of $5,000 are anticipated 
until 1985. 

7. The State Tax Commission required that 
the separate sewer accounts which have been 
kept since the projects came into being, be 
closed and the funds consolidated into one 
checking account. This was done, and a new 
account TOWN OF NEWBURY — BLODGETT 
AREA SEWER was established on December 31, 
1974. 

8. Estimated revenue for 1975 is as follows: 


a. State grant $5,000.00

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 

There were three reported brush fires in New- 
bury this year which burned a total of .77 acres. 

The 1974 forest fire season was one of the 
worst in the past two decades. In mid August the 
town was posted fora partial woodlands closure. 
Through the cooperation of the citizens of New- 
bury we had no major forest fire. 

All open burning, when the ground is not co- 
vered with snow, is controlled by the Forest Fire 
Warden in cooperation with the New Hampshire 
Forest Fire Service. Anyone wishing to kindle a 
fire out-of-doors when the ground is not covered 
with snow must have a written permit signed by 
the Forest Fire Warden. If the fire is to be kindled 
on land not owned by the person kindling the 
fire, he must have the permission of the land- 
owner. No outdoor fires can be kindled between 
9 AM and 5 PM unless it is raining. A permit is 
still necessary even though it is raining. 

The best time to reach the Forest Fire Warden 
for a permit is before eight in the morning. In 
case of a brush or forest fire you can reach the 
Fire Warden through the Fire Department.

REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 

Because of the ecomonic conditions there was 
little construction in the first part of the year. 
Consequently, most of the inspections were of 
replacements. As the summer progressed a 
growing number made the fall busier than usual 
and only the deep freezing stopped some late 
construction. 

In general, most property owners are willing 
to pay the better than a thousand dollar price tag 
for sewage disposal systems. Unfortunately, in 
too many of the older subdivisions there are in- 
adequate systems built in direct violation of the 

1899 law, overaged and overloaded, the ever 
increasing volume of water used being far above 
the capacity of the so-called dry wells or cess- 
pools. as these fail, we can insist on proper re- 
placement. The winterizing of the summer cot- 
tages has tripled the volume of use, and the rent- 
ing of a family cottage as a ski lodge, with many 
people sleeping on bunks and floors changes the 
whole use, and there is little doubt but that ac- 
tive pollution results. 

One of the valuable by products of strong land 
use controls which in Newbury’s case are its 
subdivision and zoning regulations, is to pre- 
vent population density, and the kind of pollu- 
tion that results from super saturation of the poor 
soil. The simple solution’ of asking the whole 
town to solve the problems of a small group by 
building sewers and dumping effluent in some- 
one else’s backyard, only transfers the burden 
from those who cause it to those who take are of 
their own problems. 

Careful monitoring, the use of cease and desist 
orders on violators, and an old virtue called ‘‘self 
respect’”’ can keep Newbury’s problems mini- 
mal.

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FIREHOUSE BUILDING COMMITTEE 
REPORT 

The Firehouse Building Committee regrets the 
fact that due to problems involved with Revenue 
Sharing funds we have not been able to build a 
new firehouse as we planned last year. 

Prior to our 1974 Town Meeting we were as- 
sured that we, or any contractor’s on our project, 
would not be involved with the Davis Bacon act 
unless our project reached the sum of a half 
million dollars or more. 

Within a week of last years Town Meeting, we 
were told that we would be subject to the Act, 
and as aresult any contractors would have to pay 
labor rates as dictated by Washington on a con- 
siderably higher basis than this area is accus- 
tomed to. 

We issued plans to six contractors based on 
building a metal building. The cost for estimat- 
ing purposes was about $62,000, and we were 
led to believe that we could expect prices in that 
range. Due to a 25% rise in steel prices in the 
month following Town Meeting, and the reluc- 
tance of contractors to get involved in the higher 
wage rates as called for in the Davis Bacon Act, 
we received only one bid, and that for the sum of 
$90,000. 

This situation made it impossible to proceed 
with our plans at that time. Grading of the prop- 
erty has been completed by the town highway 
crew, however, and is now ready to proceed. 

We have continued to discuss the project, and 
have just received a letter to the effect that we 
can divert Revenue Sharing funds by vote of the 
Town to the purchase of highway, fire or police 
equipment, or some other project where labor is 
not involved. We further can hold these funds 
indefinitely until such time as the town would 
need such equipment. 

The Committee, therefore, is placing several 
articles in the warrant in order to divert the 
money, and in turn ask the town to raise and 
appropriate an equal amount of money to offset 
the Revenue Sharing funds to build a firehouse. 

The Committee would also like the authority 
to use its own best judgment as to type of con- 
struction for the purpose, and be granted this 
authority to proceed, when feasible, with the 
guidance and supervision of the Selectmen.

1975 SCHOOL REPORT 

In 1968 when the Kearsarge Regional School 
District was formed, there were 1201 students in 
the district. This number has increased by 1/3 to 
over 1610. Newbury in 1967-68 had 53 students 
attending district schools. Today it has 162. The 
1967-68 budget assessment was $78,909 the 
1974-75 assessment was $245,762. The cost of 
educating each student has stayed about the 
same over the last seven years. 

Last year Kearsarge High School was 
evaluated by the State for re-accreditation and 
passed with flying colors. A new, portable clas- 
sroom was added to the Middle School to pro- 
vide additional space for Grade 4. This year is the 
first since the formation of the district that we 
did not see a large increase in enrollment, and in 
fact, it actually stayed the same in 1974-75. This 
year, in addition, Kearsarge won the New Hamp- 
shire Soccer Championship and placed second 
in the New England Championships. 

It has been both a learning and an enjoyable 
experience serving the town of Newbury, and I 
look forward to another year as your representa- 
tive to the Kearsarge Regional School Board.

Harold Eaton seconded the motion and it was so 
voted. 

Walter Croteau moved that Article 23 be taken up 
before Article 9. 

Robert Vashel seconded the motion and it was so 
voted. 


Article 23 — To hear the report of the Fire House 
Committee, and pass any vote relating to same. 
Frank Yager gave Firehouse Committee report: 
“The committee has held many meetings and 
traveled to six recently built firehouses for 
study. We have discussed with each dept. the 
pros and cons of their facilities as well as the 
costs. We have tried to include in our planning 
the favorable features we have seen, keeping in 
mind the costs we have to meet and sensible 
application to our situation in Newbury. We 
have studied site possibilities and all factors in- 
volved. We have considered all possibilities of 
different types of construction both from a cost 
standpoint and the future needs of the Town 
over a fairly long term period. 

The committee therefore, after a great deal of 
study, recommends that the town build a 70’x70’ 
firehouse and include on one side the Police 
Dept. and the other side the Fire Dept. The ap- 
paratus room with space available for six pieces 
of equipment will be between the two depart- 
ments in the center of the building. 

The building to be constructed of steel with a 
brick front or combination brick and colonial 
steel front with steel sidewalls and rear. There 
will be three doors for fire apparatus in the front 
with two in the rear for drive-through purposes. 
The building is to be located behind the present 
firehouse which will be removed upon comple- 
tion of the new building. 

Estimated cost for the complete building includ- 
ing everything necessary to operate is $62,000 
and additional sum of up to $12,000. will be 


necessary to cover expense OI a sepuc system, 
well, hot top drive and apron, and removal of old 
building. 

We recommend that the Police be included in 
the building at this time, providing no access to 
the Fire Dept. or vice-versa be provided. This 
will be accomplished by a solid concrete block 
wall with no doors to the apparatus room from 
the Police Dept. Sooner or later the Police Dept. 
will require a building other than a private resi- 
dence, and this can be provided now at a fraction 
of the cost that could be involved several years 
from now. 

The committee very strongly recommends that 
this program should proceed this spring without 
fail as costs of building are rising at the rate of 
12% to 15% per year and every month we delay 
we can expect our costs to rise accordingly. 
As to financing we propose that the Selectmen 
be permitted to borrow the amount of money 
representing the difference of what is in our Re- 
venue Sharing Fund at the time of construction 
and the anticipated final total of approximately 
$59,000 plus an amount of up to $12,000 as 
needed, to cover all other aspects of the program. 
In making a decision, keep in mind that with this 
proposal of the committee the town will be 
building complete facilities for both fire and 
police at the cost to the town of about $12,000. 
At this time I would like to ask for paper ballots 
for voting on this issue.”’ 

Frank Yager Mr. Moderator, I move that the town 
accept the recommendations as proposed by the 
Firehouse Planning Committee. Construction to 
begin in the spring of 1974 and be completed by 
the fall of 1974, and that the Selectmen be em- 
powered to borrow an amount of money in an- 
ticipation of the balance of the Revenue Sharing 
Fund due the town, plus an amount of up to 
$12,000 to cover all other aspects of the building 
project. 

Walter Croteau seconded the motion. 

Ernest Sherman made a motion to amend Yager’s 
article to read “‘to provideonly for the Fire Dept.” 
Wayne LaPorte seconded Mr. Sherman’s motion. 
Yager & Croteau accepted the amendment. 
The amendment was voted on by paper ballot. 
Results were 98 not in favor of eliminating the 
Police Dept. and 32 in favor of eliminating the 
Police Dept. 

Returned to Yager’s motion and results 
were Yes 112 No 15 

Thus, it was voted to go ahead on the firehouse 
project beginning spring 1974 etc. 

Walter Croteau made a motion that the Selectmen 
appoint a building committee for the purpose of 
building the building recommended by the 
Firehouse Committee. 

Kenneth Sherman seconded the motion. 

Arthus Jones made a motion to amend the article 
to read ‘“‘a committee of five.”’ 
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Croteau accepted the amendment, but Sherman 
would not accept. 

Walter Croteau then withdrew his motion. 
Robert Vashel made a motion that the Selectmen 
pick a building committee of five. 

Walter Croteau seconded it and it was so voted. 


Article 9 — To see what action the Town wishes 
to take in regard to accepting a plan, similar to 
that of the State of N.H. for highway dept. work- 
ers, with the following stipulations: (1) Follow 
State pay scale for each classification. (2) Each 
employee receives 14% days vacation per month 
worked, which may be allowed to accumulate to 
30 days, and may be used as sick leave, if neces- 
sary. (3) Each employee receives 114 days sick 
leave per month worked, and may accumulate to 
90 days, but may be used only as sick leave. (4)

Harold Folsom stated that the article had been 
inserted in the warrant when things in that area 
seemed to be jumping, but they have since then 
slowed down. He had spoken to Shultis and 
Whitman and only 3 lots had been sold. Due to 
that he proposed cutting down the appropria- 
tion to $2,500. 

Harold Folsom made the motion to raise and ap- 
propriate the amount of $2,500 to be used with 
the Permanent Improvement Fund of $6,000 to 
rebuild the Morse Road, no money will be spent 
until further building activity on this road. 
Herbert Smith seconded and it was so voted. 


Article 17 — To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $960.37 for TRA on 
Class V roads, the State to contribute the sum of 
$6,402.43. 

Harold Eaton made a motion to accept the article 
as read. 

Arthur Larson seconded and the motion was so 
voted. 


Article 18 — To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $1,000 for rent of a 
copier. Rental payments applied to purchase 
price, if proven satisfactory. 

Ernest Sherman made a motion to authorize the 
Selectmen to rent or purchase office equipment 
and to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 
for this purpose. 

Donald Failla seconded and it was so voted. 
After Article 4 the Moderator read a letter from 
the Governor asking for an expression of opin- 
ion, ‘‘Do you favor the construction of an oil 
refinery in New Hampshire so long as it meets all 
environment requirements?”’ 

Herbert Smith asked if it could be amended? 
Ernest Sherman made a motion the ‘Town of 
Newbury express its interest in securing an oil 
refinery for N.H. providing it does not in any 
way interfere with home rule in any town in the

It was now 10:45 P.M. so the Moderator recessed 
the meeting until the next evening at 7:30 P.M. 


WEDNESDAY, MARCH 6, 1974: The Moderator 
opened the meeting at 7:30 P.M. and continued 
with 


Article 19 — To see what action the Town de- 
sires to take in regard to the use of Snowmobiles 
on Town Roads. 

Merle Rich made a motion that a committee of five 
be appointed at this meeting to work with 
snowmobiles associations and the new Off- 
Highway Recreation Vehicles (State Dept. of 
DRED) and to come in at a later date with sug- 
gested regulations for snowmobiles for the 
Town of Newbury. 

Louis LaVaude seconded and it was so voted. 
Committee nominated from floor: Richard 
Wright, Kenneth Donaghey, Wayne LaPorte, 
Holly Wolf, and Carol LaClair. Committee was 
voted on and accepted. 


Article 20 — To see what action the Town de- 
sires to take in regard to signs and billboards. 
Walter Croteau made a motion to place in hands of 
the Planning Board. 

Arthur Larson seconded and it was so voted. 
Planning Board member, Alice Lynn, suggested 
that any decisions that the Planning Board made 
be brought to a public hearing so that the Town 
would know what they had decided. 


Article 21 — To see what action the Town de- 
sires to take in regard to all town officials not on 
the town ballot, to either be elected or appointed 
by the Selectmen under vote of the town. 
There was much discussion on this article. 
Stephen MacDonald read pertinent information 
from the law regarding appointments and dis- 
missal of N.H. Police Chiefs and added that a 
Police Chief ultimately answers to the Board of 
Selectmen. 

Arthur Jones made a motion to lay this article on 
the table. 

Donald Failla seconded the motion and it was so 
voted. 


Article 22 — To see what action the Town de- 
sires to take in regard to closing the old end of 
Bay Point Road by the Leach house, and revert 
back to abuttors. 

Thomas Leach made a motion the article be tabled. 
Arthur Jones seconded the motion and it was so 
voted. 


Article 23 — This article was taken up after Arti- 
cle 8. 


Article 24 — To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the $1,100 balance due on a 
Mechanical sander. 

Harold Eaton made a motion to accept the article 
as read. 

Jim Wright seconded and it was so voted. 


Article 25 — To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate an amount equal to $1.25 per 
inhabitant of the Town, or $757.50, to join the 
Kearsarge Visiting Nurse Association. 


Dorothy Perkins explained that the cost to join 
Kearsarge is almost the same per person as New- 
ports, but that Newport charges $8.85 per visit 
and Kearsarge $15.00 per visit. Also, Newport’s 
nurse will come 7 days a week, and Kearsarge 
nurse will come only on weekends in an 
emergency. 

Alice Lynn made a motion that we do not join the 
Kearsarge Visiting Nurse Association. 

Nancy Craigie seconded it and it was so voted. 


Article 26 — To see if the Town will vote to buy a 
new police Cruiser and raise and appropriate 
monies for same. 

Arthur Jones made a motion to raise and approp- 
riate $4,000 for the purpose of purchasing a 1974 
Plymouth Station Wagon police cruiser under 
state bid (he suggested keeping old cruiser for 
back-up purposes). 

Thomas Leach seconded it and after much discus- 
sion, was so voted. 


Article 27 — To see what action the Town de- 
sires to take on the Homestead Act. Chapter 482. 
Walter Croteau made a motion that we do not 
adopt the Homestead Act. 

Alice Lynn seconded and it was so voted. 


Article 28 — To see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen to apply for, contract for 
and accept, Federal or State grants, or both, as 
may become available under the Federal Disas- 
ter Assistance Program, and to expand such 
sums for the purposes set forth in said program. 
Kenneth Donaghey made a motion to accept article 
as read. 

Alice Lynn seconded and it was so voted. 


Article 29 — To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $750 for the purpose 
of buying and erecting a new piece of fence on 
the east side of Chandler Cemetery, on 103B to 
correspond to the new fence on the other side. 
Alice Lynn made a motion that we accept the 
article as read. 

Harold Eaton seconded and it was so voted. 
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Article 30 — To see what action the Town de- 
sires to take in regards to raising and appropriat- 
ing the sum of $3,000 for the purpose of explor- 
ing sites for a Sanitary Landfill, either alone or in 
conjunction with Bradford and Sutton. The 
Selectmen to appoint a committee of five for 
investigation and study. 

John Roche amended article ‘‘that the Selectmen 
be a committee”’. 

Donald Failla seconded the motion and amend- 
ment and it was so voted. 


Article 31 — Due to the rise in construction cost 
in the last twelve months, it may be necessary for 
the Town to raise and appropriate a sum of 
money to guarantee that a well and sewage sys- 
tem be constructed at the Firehouse site. 

Frank Yager made a motion that the article be 
tabled. 

Richard Digilio seconded the motion and it was so 
voted. 


Article 32 — To transact any other business that 
may legally come before said meeting. 

Joe Digilio stated that he felt that the Police Chief 
has done a very good job and he felt that the 
Chief should receive the same benefits that the 
Town Road Crew receives. 

It was pointed out by Chief Jones and Merle Rich, 
Selectman, that the Police Chief already derives 
the same benefits, and /or more than the road 
crew. 


School Board member, Daniel Wolf, gave a brief 
word regarding the increase in the school budget 
for the ensuing year. The basic reasons for the 
increase were heat, electricity and teachers 
salaries. 


Harold Eaton made a motion to adjourn the meet- 
ing at 9:45 P.M. 

Alice Lynn seconded the motion and it was so 
voted.

COURTESY TOWN MEETING 
August 17, 1974 


The Annual Summer Meeting was opened by 
Moderator, G. Webb Rogers. Mr. Rogers intro- 
duced the town officers who were present, and 
with regret announced the passing of Mr. Merle 
Rich, Chairman of the Board of Selectmen. He 
then read through the articles on the Town Meet- 
ing Warrant. After reading the reports of com- 
mittees, including the Firehouse Planning 
Committee, he called on Mr. Frank Yager to 
comment. 

Mr. Yager explained that the committee had 
based its report on the best information available 
with regard to wages and costs. The application 
of Federal wage scales and the rise in steel raised 
the probable cost from what looked like sixty- 
thousand dollars in March to the low bid in May 
of some $90,000.00 For this reason the project 
had to be postponed until the decision of the 
Town at its March 1975 Town Meeting. 
Q—What is the Homestead Act (Article 27 of the 

1974 Warrant)? . 

A—The moderator explained that this bill was 
intended to help the elderly. However, the 
way the law was written it would actually 
have hurt our senior citizens as well as pas- 
sing the buck to the non-resident taxpayers. 
Since the bill was defeated in the Special 
Session of the Legislature it was no longer an 
issue. 


Q—Does the Town of Newbury have any say 
with regard to the lowering of the level of the 
lake? 

A—Mr. Pomeroy stated that the level was con- 
trolled by the State Water Resources Board. 
During the installation of the sewer at 
Sunapee Harbor it was necessary from time 
to time to “flush” the Sugar River. Further, 
during dry seasons it was necessary to keep 
water in the river. 


Q—Why does it take two years to arrive at rules 
concerning snowmobiles. (Article 19, March 
Warrant)? 

A—The moderator explained that a committee 
had been appointed to study the problem. 
The committee was to work with local clubs 
and the State, and come up with recommen- ~ 
dations. Chief Jones stated that since snow- 
mobiles were licensed by the State they were 
controlled by the State, not the Town. 
Snowmobiles may not use roads unless the 
road is a summer road. They may cross, they 
may ride on the banks of the road, but on the 
side away from the plowed area. If one wants 
to keep them off his private property he must 
post the land with a signed statement of no 
snowmobiles. 
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Q—Would it be possible to have an answering 
service or some radio connection to our 
police department, especially when the 
chief or his deputy is in the cruiser? 

A—Chief Jones stated that we do have a radio 
hook-up through the Newport Police Dis- 
patcher. 


Q—Are you going to continue to plow drive- 
ways in winter? 

A—Mr. Folsom stated that the new Federal 
Labor Laws would make it necessary to pay 
his men time and a half overtime. The plow- 
ing will probably be phased out as more pri- 
vate plows are available to do the work. We 
cannot plow private roads and driveways 
until the public roads are done. One person 
stated he did not like to arrive at two o’clock 


in the morning and find his driveway not 


plowed. None will come out to plow him at 
that time of night. What does he get for his 
taxes? 


Q—Why is the street lighting so poor in the Pine 
Cliff area? 

A—Mr. Wright explained that if one wanted a 
street light he should file a petition signed 
by ten voters and the article would be dis- 
cussed at Town Meeting. He cautioned that 
one should get the signatures of those in 
whose eyes the light might shine. Some- 
times, he said, ‘‘the birds have sharp beaks”’ 


Q—What year will the sewer tax stop at 
Blodgetts Landing? 

A—There was en article in the warrant for the 
March meeting (Article 12) to investigate the 
condition of the Blodgett sewer line. The 
cost was $4,000.00 and it revealed that in 
many places there was water coming into the 
line. It will take a good deal of money to 
repair the leaks and make the system func- 
tion properly. It would take a tremendous 
sum for the capitol outlay required to putina 
new line beneath the frost level. Further, we 
must remember that the other people in the 
town have been putting in seven thousand 
dollars a year from the general fund to assist 
in paying for the construction and for the 
operation. 

Mr. Rogers stated that the principal payment 
has dropped, but there will always be 
maintenance and operation costs so the 
sewer taxes will never stop. ‘‘We have a 
sewer and we have to pay something for it 
just the same as the other folks have to pay 
for their septic tanks.”’ 


Q—What is the status of the Open Space prog- 
ram? 

A—Mr. Wright stated that if one owns ten acres 
or more and will file a proper map and appli- 
cation, he can ask for a reduced assessment 
on his land. However, if everyone who has 
ten acres or more did so the result that the 
burden of financing town government 
would fall on the small landholder. Fortu- 
nately, the town was able to set up standards 
requiring the landowner to show good faith, 
and his past and present practice of silvicul- 
ture, as well as his intent for the future. Sil- 
viculture means pruning and thinning to- 
gether with planting when nature does not 
reseed. In fact, it means operating a tree 
farm. We have spent most of our time for 
three months on this problem trying to keep 
the tax base from shrinking. In fact, we have 
a hearing coming up before the State Tax 
Commission on the 27th of August because 
of one owner we turned down. Mr. Sherman 
added that originally the town had been cut 
up into hundred-acre lots which are now 
owned by lumber companies and large 
property owners. We only granted this as- 
sessment to one individual, and to the Soci- 
ety for Protection of New Hampshire Forests. 


Q—What is the status of the Hay property? 

A—It was given to the Department of the Interior 
as a wildlife refuge. It will not be a public 
picnic or campground. Rather, it will be kept 
in a wild state. The buildings may become a 
museum, but we do not know. We can just 
expect one day to wipe it off the tax books. 


Q—When will repairs be made to the town dock 
at Blodgetts? It has deteriorated to the point 
that it presents a safety hazard to children. 

A—Sometimes the best way to look at these 
problems is to go back to the day when the 
Woodsum Steamboat Company gave the 
dock to the Cottage Owners Association 
with the provision that they maintain it. The 
COA found this to be pretty expensive so 
they in turn gave it to the Town to maintain. 
Immediately there was a three thousand dol- 
lar item, and soon after a four thousand dol- 
lar item to re-air the dock.Because of the 
problem we went up and tried to get some- 
one to fix it. The problem has been aggra- 
vated by heavy people jumping off the div- 
ing board. The contractor, however, after a 
lapse of time found it would be more dif- 
ficult than he thought. Your moderator has 
done some work on it on his own time. It 
comes down to the simple fact that if we 
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don’t have the money to fix it so that it will 
be safe we will just have to close it. Mr. 
Sherman than read a letter from Mr. Spanos 
which stated that neither the town nor the 
selectmen as individuals had liability for in- 
jury in the matter. Mr. Sherman urged that 
the adults who swim there clean up the 
broken bottles and cans in the water before 
some child was hurt. The selectmen stated 
they were delighted when some of the young 
people came down and asked what they 
could do. One gentleman was upset at the 
thought of the dock being closed until the 
town voted money to repair it. He said, “I 
really feel angry we pay our taxes and we get 
nothing for them. This was brought up at last 
summer’s meeting and in spite of promises 
nothing was done’”’. Mr. Sherman stated that 
the basic problem was that the most expen- 
sive kind of repair, patchwork, had been 
done. We must do the job right if we are to 
use tax money. Get ten signatures on a peti- 
tion and it will be on the warrant. In fact, we 
will guarantee it will be, petition or not. 


Q—In December of 1972 the vacant store at 
Blodgetts burned. In June 1973, the debris 
was, for the most part, removed. In August 
1974 the open pit of the foundation remains. 
It is an eyesore, a health hazard, and an at- 
tractive danger. Can the town do anything to 
correct this very serious situation? 

A—We did ask the individual to clean the re- 
mains, which he did with good grace. Last 
summer persons feeling that the fact that it 
was being used for a dump came to see the 
selectmen and were told to get a petition to 
that effect. This was done,and your select- 
men took the matter to a lawyer. He has writ- 
ten the owner and given him notice that the 
place must be cleaned up. It is our under- 
standing that if it is not done by September 
16th, the court will authorize the town to fill 
up the hole and put a lien on the property 
until the cost is paid for. We, therefore, hope 
that the matter will soon be attended to. 


Q—Will there be a change in the real estate valu- 
ation or rate of real éstate tax for next year? 


A—Our equalized valuation was 65%. We are 


now at 61%. We have to pick up $700,000. 
00 over last year or the rate will go up. We are 
now $21.50 a thousand. 


Q—Are different criteria used to value commer- 
cial property as opposed to property in the 
residential district? 

A—Mr. Sherman stated he didn’t know anything 
about assessing which qualified him to ans- 
wer. It would seem to me that in any case we 
are talking real estate land and buildings. A 
twelve by twelve structure has equal value 
whether in a commercial zone or not. I think 
if we use a thirty-six inch yardstick on 
everyone we will be all right. Frankly, we do 
not have much commercial property in the 
town. 


Q—Is there any plan for solving the police prob- 
lem we have, and giving Mr. Jones an assis- 
tant? He is around day and night, twelve 
months of the year. It would seem with the 
growing number of people we ought to do 
something. With the tremendous number of 
skiers in winter, the increase of traffic, 
somewhere along the line we ought to havea 
plan to try to assist him in the amount of 
work he is being asked to do. 

A—Chief Arthur Jones stated, ‘“‘Well, I certainly 
could use another man, not only in the 
summertime, but the year around. Pretty 
hard for one man to cover 24 hours a day. 
The law says I have to have half a day or two 
days off a week. On the other hand, the law 
says if you are called out you’re supposed to 


go. 


Q—lIs there any report on the schools? 
A—Mr. Wolf stated that the cost of schools 
would be up 10%. 


QuIs this the best time to have these meetings, 
or would it be better in early July in order’ 
that problems brought up have a better 
chance of solution? 

A—After discussion, it was decided to try the 
second Saturday in July. 

The meeting was adjourned until 8 p.m., July 
12, 1975 after remarks of appreciation from 
the summer people and from the town offic- 
ers. ;
